Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

In November, 1986 a group of NSCN Organisation of the 
underground hostiles had looted Rs. 1.72 crores from a Bank 
and had killed 7 policemen. On the 16th December, 1986, 
Shri Mrinal Kanti Deb, Inspector of Police, received infor¬ 
mation that S.S. Lt. Hanipam Tangkhul alias Apam Tangkhul 
of the so called NSCN Organisation of the underground 
hostiles, a prime suspect of November, 1986 Bank decoity, 
had taken shelter in ‘Diana’ Hotel m Dimapur town along 
with his associates. He, alongwith his men and some Central 
Reserve Police Force personnel, surrounded the place at 9.00 
p.m. Shri Mrinal Kanti Deb sighted the suspect in room No. 
125 and on being challenged, SS. Lt. Hanipam Tangkhul 
attempted to hurl a Chinese hand-grenade at him which he 
managed to snatch away. Therefter the hostile pulled out 
his loaded pistol and tried to shoot Shri Deb but in utter 
disregard of his personal safety, he caught hold of the pistol 
and a scuffle ensued. In the meantime Shri Deb raised an 
alarm with the result that Head Constable J. K. Nath and 
others came to his help and the hostile was over-powered and 
arrested. 


In this incident, Shri Mrinal Kanti Deb, Inspector of Police, 
displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to 
duty of a high order. 

This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of the 
rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse¬ 
quently carries with it the special allowance admissible under 
rule 5, with effect from 16th December, 1986.

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Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the 18th April, 1988 a mobile patrol party under the 
command of Shri Shiv Swaroop Singh, Dy. Superintendent of 
Police of 47 Battalion, Central Reserve Police Force was 
screenin'? suspected terrorists hide-out in the areas of Bhoperai 
Kalan and Bhoparai Bajsingh. At about 1515 hours when the 
police party approached a farm house on the out-skirts of 
village Bhoparai Kalan, few suspicious looking persons were 
seen leaving the farm house in a hurry. Shri Shiv Swaroop 
Singh ordered his men to chase and intercept them. When the 
police party challenged them to stop, they took positions in 
the wheat crop and opened fire with automatic weapons on 
the police party. This followed a heavv exchange of fire, 
during which terrorists tried to escape but through tactical 
Manoeuvres Shri Singh foiled their all attempts. As the 
terrorists were heavily armed it was not possible for the 
police party to keep them pinned down for long with meagre 
strength and limited stock of ammunition. Shri Singh con¬ 
tacted Sector Commander. Ajanala and Detachment Hqrs. 
47 Battalion. Central Reserve Police Force on wireless for 
reinforcement. 


At about 3 630 hours when a convoy of four jeeps con¬ 
sisting of Shri Sushil Kumar Sharma. Assistant Commandant, 
47 Battalion, Central Reserve Police Force. Shri D. P. Tyagi. 
Deputy Superintendent of Police, 24 Battalion, Central 
Reserve Police Force and Shri Maqsood Hussain, Constable 
and other police personnel reached canal bridge near 
Bhoperai Kalan, it suddenly came under heavy fire from 
automatic weapons. All the police personnel jumped from 
their vehicles, took cover along road-side and immediately 
returned the fire. On this the terrorist, who had probably 
- taken position with a view to delav the approaching re¬ 
inforcement. left his position and after retreating about 100 
metres, again started firing on the police party, after taking 
cover in a dry drain. 


The police party Commanders, who arrived at the scene, 
were quite unaware of what was happening around and also 
about the terrorists and their disposition. In complete dis¬ 
regard to his personal safety. Shri Shiv Swaroop Singh left 
his position and reached the location where the troops were 
standing. After a hurried briefing with Shri Sushil Kumar 
Sharma, he once again moved forward with troops to lead 
them for a final encounter. Shri Sharma immediately ordered 
his men to take position and crawl npto the place where 
the patrol party was badlv pinned down bv heavy firing 
hv the terrorists. On reaching there, Shri Sineh informed 
Shri Sharma that terrorists numbering about six had spilt 
in two groups of three each. One group was facing reinforce¬ 
ment arrived from 24 battalion, Central Reserve Police 
Force on the Nallah side and the other was still in position 
confronting them. The terrorists had by now realised that 
thev had been completely cordoned. The only alternative left 
with them was to linger on through intermittent firing and 
then escape under the cover of darkness. Shri Sharma and 
Shri Singh took a bold decision to go in for a close quarter 
battle. Firing from their weapons, they, with their men 
made a dash and over ran terrorists’ position killing two of 
them on the spot. The third terrorist made a desperate 
attempt to escape but Shri Sharma foiled his attempt and 
after giving a hot chase shot him dead. 


Meanwhile Shri D. P. Tvasi ordered his men to follow 
him through the standing crops and to cut off terrorists 
escape through Nallah. As the nartv approached Nallah 
it came under heavv firing from the terrorists. .Undeterred 
and with unflinching resolve, Shri Tyagi urged his men to 
get as close to terrorists as possible. The terrorists were 
so well trenched that even after heavy exchange of fire, thev 
did not hudne an inch from their positions. Anv delav in 
giving the operation a finishing touch, would certainly have 
gone in favour of the terrorists. Shri Tyagi, therefore, 
alongwith his men. charged on the terrorists with full vehe- 
mance. In the mocess one Sub-Inspector and two Consta¬ 
bles sustained bullet iniuries and they were left in the naddv 
field. Undeterred Shri Tyagi kept on advancing, while fir¬ 
ing from his sten-carbine and killed two terrorists on the 
spot. 


In the meantime, Constable Maqsood Hussain alongwith 
another Constable moved back from his position and after 
taking cover of the canal, crawled stealthily towards the place 
near a pump house, where one of the terrorist bad taken 
position. Shri Hussain saw that the terrorist was firing to¬ 
wards the Central Reserve Police Force party. Taking 
advantage of this diversion Constable Hussain, in complete 
disregard to his personal safetv. went on inching closer to¬ 
wards the terrorist and after taking him in complete surprise 
shot him dead. In this encounter six terrorist were killed. 

In this encounter Shri Sushil Kumar Sharma, Assistant 
Commandant, Shri Shiv Swaroop Singh, Deputy Superinten¬ 
dent of Police, Shri D. P. Tyagi, Deputy Superintendent of 
Police and Shri Maqsood Hussain, Constable, displayed con¬ 
spicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high 
order. 

These awards are made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of 
the rules governing the award of the Police Medal and con¬ 
sequently carry with them the special allowance admissible 
under rule 5, with effect from 18th April, 1988.

Clerks’ Grade Examination (for Group D Stag) 1989, 
to be held by the Staff Selection Commission, Department of 
Personnel and Training in 1989, for the purpose of filling 
temporary vacancies reserved for regularly appointed Group 
D Staff in the Lower Division Grade of the Central Secretariat 
Clerical Service, the Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical 
Service, Grade VI of the Indian Foreign Service Branch (B) 
and posts of Lower Division Clerk in the Department of 
Parliamentary Affairs, are published for general information. 

The candidates who are admitted to the examination will 
be eligible for vacancies. 

(i) in the Central Secretariat _ Clerical Service, if they 
are working in the Ministries/offices participating in 
the Central Secretariat Clerical Service; 

(ii) in the Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical Service 
if they are employed in the Armed Forces Head¬ 
quarters and Inter-Services organisation;

11. Age : —He should not be more than 50 years of 
age as on 1st August, 1989 i.e. he must not have been bom 
earlier than 2nd August, 1939. 

The age limit prescribed above will be relaxable upto a 
maximum of 5 years if a candidate belongs to a Scheduled 
Caste or a Scheduled Tribe- 


SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE THE AGE LIMIT 
PRESCRIBED CAN IN NO CASE BE RELAXED. 

III. Educational Qualifications :—Candidates must have 
passed the Matriculation Examination of any University incor¬ 
porated by an Act of the Central or State Legislature in India 
or an examination held by a State Education Board at the end 
of the Secondary School, High School or any other certificate 
which is accepted by the Government of that State/Govem- 
ment of India as equivalent to matriculation certificate for 
entry into service. 

NOTE (1) ; A candidate who has appeared to an exami¬ 
nation, the passing of which would render him educationally 
qualified for the Commission’s examination but has not 
been informed of the result as also the candidate who intends 
to appear at such a qualifying examination will not be eligible 
for admission to the Commission’s examination. 

NOTE (2) ; In exceptional cases, the Central Government 
may treat a candidate who has not any of the qualifications 
prescribed in this rule, as educationally qualified provided that 
he possess qualifications, the standard of which in the opinion 
of Government justifies his admission to the examination. 

5. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility 
or otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination 
shall be final. 

6. No candidate will be admitted to the examination unless 
he holds a certificate of admission from the Commission. 

7. A candidate who is or has been declared by the Commi¬ 
ssion to be guilty of :— 

(i) Obtaining support for his candidature by any means, 
or 

(ii) Impersonating, or 

(iii) procuring impersonation by any person, or 

(iv) submitting fabricating documents or documents 
which have been tempered with, or 

(v) making statements which are incorrect or false or 
suppressing material information, or 

(vi) resorting to any other irregular or improper means, 
in connection with his candidature for the exami¬ 
nation. 

(vii) using unfair means in the examination hall, or 

(viii) misbehaving in any other manner in the examination 
hall, or 

(ix) harassing or doing bodily harm to the staff employ¬ 
ed by the Commission for the conduct of their exa¬ 
minations, or 

(x) violating any of the instructions issued to candi¬ 
dates alongwith their admission Certificates permit¬ 
ting them to take the examination, or 

(xi) attempting to commit, or as the case may be, abet¬ 
ting the Commission of all or any of the acts speci¬ 
fied in the foregoing clauses. 

May, in addition, to rendering himself liable to criminal 
prosecution, be liable :— 

(al to be disqualified by the Commission from the 
examination for which he is a candidate, or 

(b) to be debarred either permanently or for a speci¬ 
fied period; 

(i) by the Commission from any examination of 
selection held by them, and 

(ii) by the Central Goovemment from any employ¬ 
ment under them, and 

(c) disciplinary action under appropriate rules. 

8. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain support 
for his candidature by any means may disqualify him for 
admission to the examination. 

9. After the examination, the Commission will recommend 
separately to each cadre Authority concerned participating 
in the examination the names of candidates, who have attain¬ 
ed the qualifying standard, which will be determined at the 
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discretion of the Commission. The names of the candidates 
who are considered by the Staff Selection Commission to 
be suitable for appointment on the results of the exami¬ 
nation shall be arranged in a single list on the basis of their 
seniority in the parent Group ‘D’ post. The employees 
holding posts in higher grade will rank senior to those in 
the lower Grade. The Cadre Authorities shall take steps 
to appoint them against vacancies decided to be filled in 
accordance with the rules/regulations framed by them in 
this regard. 

10. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily 
health and free from any physical defect likely to interfere 
With the efficient discharge of his duties as an officer of the 
Service. A candidate, who after such medical examination, 
as Snay be prescribed by the competent authority, is found 
not to satisfy these requirements, will not be appointed, 
only such candidates as are likely to be considered for 
appointment will be medically examined. 

NOTE In the case of the disable ex-defence Service 
Personnel, a certificate of fitness granted by the Demobili¬ 
sation Medical Board of the Defence Seiviccs will be consi¬ 
dered adequate for the purpose of an appointment. 

11. All appointments on the results of this examination 
shall be subject to the candition that unless a candidate 
has already passed one of the periodical typewriting tests 
in English or Hindi held by the Secretariat Training School 
or the Institute of Secretariat Training and Management 
or Subordinate Services Commission, or Staff Selection 
Commission, he shall pass such a test at a minimum 
speed of 30 words in English or 25 words in Hindi per 
minute to be held by the authority designated by the 
Government for the purpose' within a period of one year 
from the date of appointment, failing which no annual in¬ 
crement (s) shall be allowed to him until he has passed 
the said test. 

If any candidate does not pass the said typewriting test 
within the period of probation, he is liable to be reverted 
to his substantive appointment or temporary post held by 
film before his appointment to Lower Division Grade. 

NOTE :—A candidate appointed on the results of the 
examination who has already passed the typewriting tset as 
prescribed above or who passes it within a period of 6 
months from the date of his appointment will be granted 
the first increment after 6 months instead of one years’ 
service. This will, however, be absorbed in the subsequent 
regular increment. 

12. A candidate who after applying for admission to the 
examination or after appearing at it resigns his appointment 
as a Group D employee or otherwise quits the service or 
severes his connection with it or whose services fire termi¬ 
nated by this Department or who is appointed to an ex¬ 
cadre post or to another service on transfer and does not 
have a lien on a Group D post will not be eligible for 
appointment on the results of this examination. 

This, however, does not apply to a Group D employee 
who has been appointed on deputation to an ex-cadre post 
with the approval of the competent authority.
